Dollars-and-cents  ceiling  prices  for 
conraodities  farmers  sell  are  "being  prepared  by  District  OPA  price  officers  and 
given  to  County  Agents,  who  are  distributing  the  information  to  farmers  in  their 
counties.    A  copy  of  the  price  list  which  applies  in  each  county  will  "be  filed  with 
the  County  Agriculturel  War  Board  for  reference  by  farmers.    A  digest  of  all  OPA 
price  regulations  which  apply  to  farm  commodities  (both  on  the  farm  and  at  the  point 
of  first  handling)  has  been  prepared  by  the  3AS.  Copies  will  be  sent  to  OPA  price 
end  information  representatives  in  the  field  and  to  JFA  field  information  repre- 
sentatives .

Fresh  pork  -    Plentiful  except  on  east  and  w--!st  coast  and  some  areas

TEIRTY-NII-n:  C0LL3G3S   from  23  states  and  the  District  of 

Columbia  are  participating  in  a  survey  of 
food  waste.    These  schools  represent  varying  sizes  of  enrollment,  every  section  of 
the  country,  and  a  wide  range  of  student  income.    Of  the  group,  37  considered  that 
enough  food  is  being  wast.^d  to  warrant  sT»ecial  efforts  to  reduce  the  wa<^te.  Tabu- 
lations on  their  figures,  compiled  by  Offico  of  Distribution,  WFA,  show  thp.t  from 
one-ha,lf  to  two-thirds  of  a  pound  per  student  per  day  is  wasted  either  on  the  plate 
or  in  the  kitchen,
